"40 "atrie Parricida*: or, 
ſere/d and fear'd it ; belides Thiewei, 
perjur'd, and Marderers ; and laſtly, all 
thoſe whom any notorious Villaxy, wart, 
or an ewil Conſcience had made infamous, 
were by Catiline pickt up as the fitteſt 
perlons for his purpoſe. Theſe were 
his very Family and Domeſticks ; and 
if any one of an honeſt Reputation, free 
from thoſe Enormities, ever happen'd

{waſions and inſenſible Allurements, he 
| becomes a Proſelyte as bad as the worlt. 
But for the moſt part he coveted the ac- 
quaintance of young men, becauſe theit
